Inventor Receives Tribute in International 
Heokup—Sent First Trans-Atlantic . 


in 1901.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Thé en- 


tire world paid its respects today 
te Guglielmo Marconi, the man 
whose continued research work has 


enabled humanity to talk and even 
to see by wireless transmission. 

It was in the form of a roll call 
of nations and Colonial possessions, 
15 of which participated in the 
most extensive broadcast ever at- 
tempted, presented under the aus- 
pices of the National Broadcasting 
Co., with two coast-to-coast net- 
works joining in the transmission 
on this side of the Atlantic. Vir- 
tually every country participating 
also made the program available 
to listeners. 

The occasion was the «thirtieth 
anniversary of the first spanhing 
of the Atlantic with a wireless 
“message.” It probably was the 
briefest and most significant mes- 
sage on record, for it consisted 
merely. of the letter “s,” or three 
dots in the Morse code. 

Senator Marconi himself joined 
in the program, sending a “cordial 
greeting to every one of you in- 
terested in radio.” He spoke from 
London, concluding by reproducing 
the ‘“‘s”’ signal as he heard it come 
into the receiver on the coast of 
Newfoundland on that cold day of 
Mec. 12, 1901, after it had trav- 


eled the unexplored reaches of 
space over the Atlantic. 

Under the guidance of Edward 
Thorgerson, as director-announcer 
in the New York .studios, the out- 
standing broadcast was opened 
from Washington. with M. H. 
Aylesworth, president of NBC, in- 
troducing David Sarnoff, president 
of the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica. : 

Aylesworth, who was responsible 
for the idea that developed into 
the program involving the largest 
number of countries ever to join 
in a single broadcast, declared it 
was a “momentous day in the his- 
tory of radio,” pointing out that 
it was only two-years ago when the 
first trans-Atlantic broadcast was 
made from London. 

Sarnoff, in paying tribute to Mar- 
coni as representative of the radito 
industry of Agnerica, declared: “‘l 
always will be proud to call Mar- 
coni my teacher and my friend.” 

The broadcast then proceeded in 
this order, with the switches being 
made from one country to another 
with little, if any, hesitation: 

London, Brussels, Paris, Berlin, 
Rome, Warsaw, Rio de Janeiro, 
Tokio, New York, Washington, New 
York, Madrid, Manila, Caracas 
(Venezuela), Buenos Aires, Hono- 
lulu, Montreal and back to New 
York.

Government Moves te Collect 
From Eight Persons Who Went 
Surety for $35,000. .

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—Because 
Ralph Capone, now a Federal pris- 
oner, failed to pay a $10,000 fine 
imposed as a violator of income 
tax laws, the Government moved 
today to cgliect from eight persons 
who scheduled bond for him. 
Eight men and women helped make 
the $35,000 bond in his case. post- 
ing real estate valued at $200,f00. 
Among them wr~ Philip D’Andrea, 
now serving a six months’ jail term 
for carrying a loaded pistol into 
the courtroom during “Scarface” 
Al Capone’s income tax trial. 
Judge Barnes ordered a scire 
facias issued, a preliminary step to 
the issuing of a judgment and the 
sale of the property to satisfy 
payment of the fine.

GARY, Ind., Dec. 12.—Five hun- 
dred persons watching a “Western 
thriller” fled in a panic tonight 
when a bomb exploded in the in- 
terior of a smal! downtown motion- 
picture theater. No one was in- 
jured. The theater was damaged 
and windows in nearby buildings 
were shattered. 

More than half of the audience 
were children. They rushed seream- 
ing for every exit at the roar of 
the explosion. Some of them wep 
with fright or from bruises received 
in falls as they clambered over | 
rows of seats. 

Theater attendants and older per- 
sons attempted to restore order, but 
the children clogged the exits and 
pushed frantically to get out. Po- 
lice were surprised that no one was 
injured seriously.

TELLS HIS STORY 
OF HIS KIDNAPING 


Only One of Seven Who 
Fled Still at Large Is 
Sought at Winchester, 
Kan.—Inquiry Begun.

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Dec, 13. 


—A lighted match, held menacing- 
ly near a stick of dynamite by a 
convict, who threatened to “blow 
up the prison” was given tonight by 
Mrs. Thomas B. White, wife of the 


warden, as the reason for the 
success at the outset of yesterday's 
prison break. 

Mrs. White said her husband, 
who was wounded by one of the 
seven convicts who kidnaped him, 
told her from his hospital bed the 
threat persuaded him to order the 
opening of the main entrance gate. 

“Mr. White ordered Capt. Demp- 
sey (guard of the outer gate) to 
let the men out, realizing that if he 
| did not the man who held the dy- 
| namite would blow up the peniten- 
tiary entrance,” Mrs. White said. 
“The dynamite was found in the 
warden's car, which they were un- 
able to start on the first lap of 
their dash to freedom.” 

Three of the fugitive convicts 
were killed, three recaptured ind 
Earl Thayer, 65 years old, alone 
of the group remains at large. 
Guards were sent to Winchester, 
Kan., tonight to investigate a re- 
port he had been seen there. 

Mrs. White told a reporter: “Mr. 
White asked me to see you and 
when I asked what to say he said, 
‘just tell them the truth.’”

MUSSOLINI PUTS RELIEF 
WORKERS ON 12-HOUR DAY 


Orders Their Organization to Oper- 
ate Seven Days a Week and 
Advises Economy.

ROME, Dec. 12.—Premier Mus- 


solini today ordered all Fascist re- 
lief organizations to be open for 
business seven days a week and 12 
hours.a day, prepared to give as- 
sistance to all of Italy’s needy. 

He said it was the duty of every 
Italian to scale down his mode of 
living to fit the present conditions; 
to combat profiteering and to van- 
quish the spirit of defeatism. 

He outlined his new retief pro- 
gram at the installation of the new 
fascist party directorate under 
Achille Starace, recently appoint- 
ed secretary of the party succeed-'| 
ing Giovanni Giuriati. At the same 
time he deposed Carlo Scorza as 
head of the Fascist Youth organ- 
ization. 


IRISH DRINKING LESS WHISKY

* DUBLIN, Dec. 12.—High taxa- 


tion is killing whisky drinking in 
Ireland and lowering the Govern- 
ment’s revenue, according to the 
distillers. For the yecr ended 
June 30, 1930, Irish-made spirits 
drunk in the Free State totaled 
620,533 gallons, while for tne year. 
ended June 30. 1931, it was only 
606,980 gallons. The decline has 
been greater in the five months 
since. . 

* The decline in whisky exports 
is “even more. Formerly a targe 
amount of Irish-made whisky was 
exported to England, where it was 
blended with Scotch whisky. When 
the customs barrier was set up this 
ended. In 1925 the Free State ex- 
ported 1,012,083 gallons; in the

Arms Smugglied In. 

Mrs. White’s account as given 
her by her husband continued: 

“He said the arms used by the 
men (four pistols, a rifle and a 
sawed-off shotgun) certainly came 
into the penitentiary concealed, in 
a can of material possibly, or in 
clothing. As for the passes (used 
by the convicts in making their 
way to the Warden’s offices), Capt. 
Morrison told me-the men must 
have obtained blank passes and 
filled them out with their own 
names. Mr. White said definitely 
there were seven men who proke 
out and all were with him, and he 
never had a chance to fight until 


“He said the convicts,told him: 
“We're not going to kill anyone un-

GANDHI’S SCANTY ATTIRE 
BARS AUDIENCE WITH POPE 


Mahatma Visits Vatican and Later 
Is Pecetved by Premier 


Mussolini.

ROME, *° Dec. 12.—Mahatma 


Gandhi. came to Rome today in 
the hope that he might have an 
audience with Pope Pius, but the 
meeting did not occur, apparently 


because the Indian Nationalist 
leader consistently refuses to wear 
any costume except his lion cloth 
and shawl. Other pressing en- 
gagements already Made by the 
Pope were declared by Vatican au- 
thorities to have been the reason 
tor the cancellation of the Mahat- 
ma’s audience. But it was learned 
the Vatican considered Gandhi's 
raiment scarcely proper, and at the 
same time considered it too deli- 
cate a matter to suggest that he 
garb himself differently. 

Although Gandhi did not see the 
Pope, he spent more than an hour 
at the Vatican, viewing its art 
treasures. 

The Mahatma talked with Pre- 
mier Mussolini in English for half 
an hour. He walked into the Pre- 
mier’s office dressed in his familiar 
attire and gave “Il Duce” a typical 
Indian greeting with hands extend- 
ed before his chest, the palms to- 
gether. The Premier greeted him 
cordially.

The gas apparently 
came from a leak in a small heater 
in the bedroom. The explosion 
was caused either by a spark from 
an electric warming pad in the bed, 
or from a match used in lighting 
the gas heater.” 


DR. BUTLER URGES ABOLITION 
OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT 


Would Substitute National Defense 
Office to Do Away With 
Use of Word “War.”

NEW. YORK, Dec. 12.—Dr, 
Nicholas Murray Butler, 1931 Nobel 
Peace Prize co-winner and presi- 
dent of Columbia University, in a 
radio address tonight urged aboli- 
tion of the war department and 
substitution of a department of 
national defense to take over the 
functions of thé war, navy and 
other military branches. 

The word “war,” he contended, 
should have no place in the titles 
of government departments of 
countries signafory to the pact of 
Paris.

Lenz and Oswald Jacoby won three 
of the five rubbers tonight in the 
fifth session of their 150-rubber 
contract, bridge match with Mr. and 
Mrs. Ely Culbertson, yet lost 810 
points. The plus of the representa- 
tives of the official system of bid- 
ding, after $3 rubbers was 4840. 
The rubbers stood—Lenz and 
Jacoby 2060: Culberstons 13. Points 
of rubber 33; Lenz and Jacoby, 
1175; Culbertsons, 100. 

Doubles and redoubles were to 
the advantage of the Culbertsons 
and they gained 810 points. At-one 
time tonight the Lenz-Jacoby lead 
was only 2100. as the Culbertsons 
made a gain of 1670 during the 
second rubber alone. It was dur- 
ing that rubber that doubles and 
redoubles abounded. 

Little Slam Bids. 

The Culbertsons tried three little 
slams tonight, made one, were set 
one in another redoubled and went 
down one in the third without a 
double. Lenz tried one little slam, 
was doubled and went down four. 
Lenz was pleased at holding down 
the Culbertson’s gain. : 

“Count the aces and kings to- 
night and see,” he remarked. “We 
finished pretty well.” He liked nts

He said the hand in- 
volved the most brilliant playing 
of the series to date. 

Lenz Lead Increased to 5910. 
Lenz made four diamonds on a 
contract for three in the first hand. 
It was deal No. 155 and the first 
hand of Rubber 29. Lenz held 150 
in honors. The result increased the. 
lead of Lenz and Jacoby from 5650 
to 5910. 

In the next hand, Mrs. Culbert- 
son succeeded in a three-club con- 
tract, cutting the Lenz lead to 
5850. Jacoby was then doubled at 
three clubs and went down two, his 
lead reduced to 5650. 

In hand 158 the Culbertsons 
made three diamonds, which, with 
a part score, gave them the first 
game of the session. Net score, 
Lenz 5590. The Culbertsons then 
made a little slam in spades, in the 
159th hand, giving them the rub- 
ber, with a net score of 3960 for 
Lenz and Jacoby. 

Jacoby Praises Rival’s Play. 
The little slam in spades made 
by Culbertson in hand 159 was 
praised by Jacoby as nicely bid.

TELLS OF DISCOVERING 
FILTERABLE BACTERIA 


Dr. Kendall of Northwestern 
U. Describes Results of Re- 
search in Lecture Here. 


Evidence that bacteria exist in 
a filterable as well as non-filtera- 
ble state—a discovery described by 
associates as the greatest since 
the time of Pasteur—was presented 
by Dr. Arthur L. Kendall, medical 
research director of Northwestern 
University in an address yesterday 
at Washington University School 
of Medicine. 

The hypothesis that bacteria 
might exist in states small enough 
to pass through porcelain labora- 
tory filters has long been consid- 
ered, as Dr. Kendall’s successor as 
head of the Washington University 
department of bacteriology, Dr. 
Jacques J. Bronfenbrenner, pointed 
out in his introduction. But pre- 
viously there was no concrete 
evidence that they did exist in that 
state. 

Dr. Kendall’s title itself was rev- 
olutionary. It dealt with “filterable 
bacteria.” Previously scientists 
have talked much about “filterable 
viruses,” but not, except in specu- 
lation, about filterable bacteria. 

The speaker pointed out the 
possibilities of his work much more 
modestly than have some of his 
colleagues. He cited only that lit- 
tle was konwn of the nature of 
the filterable “viruses,”’ so-called 
largely because no definite organ: 
ism has been discerned in them, to 
which a number of. diseases have 
been attributed. ,The “‘virus’’ dis- 
eases include infantile paralysis, 
smallpox, yellow fever, common 
cold and influenza. 

“Bug or Humbug.’’ 

It was from cases diagnosed as 
mild “flu"”’ that Dr. Kendall ob- 
tained the first cultures which,’ on 
a new diet, he was able to “fatten”’ 
to a state of discernible life, but he 
emphasized the reservation: “I’m 
not telling you I found the organ- 
ism of ‘flu.’ I simply found a 
‘bug,’ and time will show whether 
or not it’s a humbug.” 

It was not the first time the sci- 
entific world had heard from Dr. 
Kendall in matters of culture me- 
dia, or artificial diets for germs. 
Formerly Dean of Northwestern 
university Medical School, he was 
called to Washington University to 
head the department of bacteriolo- 
gy and hygiene upon its organiza- 
tion in 1924. Three’ years ago he 
returned to Northwestern as head 
of its institute of bacteriological 
research. 

He was in St. Louis to speak at 
a celebration held by friends of 
Dr. Amand Ravold, bacteriologist, 
in practice here for 50 years, last | 
night at St Louis Medical Society | 
His discovery, he related, came 
about partly by chance. A friend 
asked him to make!a blood test 
of a case diagnosed as mild influ- 
enza. No bacteriologist had been 
able to culture an organism in such 
cases On ordinary media, and it oc- 
curred to him that®one difference 
between ordinary media and the 
body was that the artificial media 
contained mostly peptones with 
some enriching fluid, while germs 
in the body had a diet rich in pro- 
tein. 

It happened that the protein at 
hand was the residuum of some 
pig intestines. He used this for 
the base of his medium. Steriliza- 
tion prevented the carrying over of 
chance organisms. 

Of sévén cultures made from 
cases diagnosed as mild “flu,” 
three, in the new “K” medium, 
eventually showed an organism. 
The protein cultures were incu- 
bated at body temperatures for 14 
da The three developed a 
cloudiness in the last few days, and 
these were transplanted four times 
for further incubation, the process 
taking in all five weeks. 

Rabbits Inoculated. 
Rabbits were inoculated with the 
fourth generation of cultures, in 
midafternoon, and by the next 
morning, he related, had some 
fever and were coughing or sneez- 
ing violently. They had been un- 
der observation for eight weeks 
with no such symptom, and rabbits 
inoculated -with the “controls” 
showed no such effects. 

Blood from the sick rabbits acted 
in the protein medium as the orig- 
inal human specimens had done, 
and yet nothing was to be seen 
under the microscope in the inoc- 
culum or the rabbit serum and ft

rabbit blood. 
} Jt could be filtered, Dr. Kendall 
found, and again the cloudiness ap- 
peared. He plated the filtered ma- 
terial on agar, and on the seventh 
and eighth day tiny “dew-drop” 
colonies developed, “so delicate that 
it was mere chance that we saw 
them at all,” but after several 
transfers on agar the colonies grew 
“quite lustily.” 

Reversing the Process. 7 

If his findings were valid, he 
reasoned, he should be able to re- 
verse the process, to return the 
colonies to the “K”’. medium and 
transmit it through filters. He did 
so, not once but twice, and each 
time returned it to the state of the 
agar colonies. 

Other organisms should react the 
same, he reasoned, if subjected to 
the same sort of treatment. He 
tried it with a typhoid strain at the 
university since 1912 and “never 
before accused of being filterable;” 
a bacteriophage and a commercial 
anti-virus. Bach time after filter-

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ANOTHER INCREASE 
SOUGHT IN RATES 
ON COMPENSATION 


Insurance Concerns, Fourth 
Application in 13 Months 
Would Provide $500,000 
Additional in Premiums. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 12.—A 
hearing on an application by the 
approximately 60 insurance compa- 
nies writing workmen’s compensa- 
tion insurance in Missouri for a 
rate increase averaging 11.1 per 
cent—their fourth rate increase ap- 
plication in the last 13 months— 
will be held ere Dec, 29, State In- 
surance Superintendent Joseph B. 
Thompson announced today. 

The latest application of the com- 
panies, if approved by the Insur- 
ance Department, wohld mean an 
increase of between $500,000 and 
$575,000 a year in premiums col- 
lected from employers carrying 
such insurance, according to de- 
partment rate experts, based on the 
past annual volume of premiums. 

The average of the various in- 
creases proposed is 11.1 per cent, 
but the actual increase in money 
collected would be between 8 and 9 
per cent, it was said. This differ- 
ence between the average percent- 
age of the proposed increases and 
the percentage of money they would 
yield, over present collections, is 
due to the fact that some of the 
approximately 700 rate classifica- 
tions cover industries carrying a 
large volume of insurance, while 
others have relatively small _ vol- 
umes. An average of the rate in- 
creases would not necessarily equal 
the percentage of additional yield 
in money. 

4.3 Per Cent Higher in All Rates. 

The pending rate application, 
filed early this month, includes an 
emergency “loading,” or increase, 
of 4.3 per cent in all the rates, to 
offset what the companies assert 
will be their underwriting loss from 
the business depression. Compensa- 
tion insurance rates are based on 
the $100 of payroll of the employer 
insured against claims for injuries 


suffered by his workmen. 

| The remainder of the schedule 
or increases Of various rates, 
' reductions or revisions of others. 
These increases are needed, the 
companies contend, to meet under- 
writing losses the companies assert 
|they have suffered under present 
| rates, based on experience in 1929, 
| the last year for which complete 
| underwriting experience is avail- 
able. 

| Premiums collected by the com- 
| panies on Missouri business in 1929 
totaled $6,307,575. Final figures on 
'the premium collections for 1930 
have not been compiled so far, it 
|was said, as all of the necessary 
‘reports are not yet available. From 
other reports, on premium taxes 
| paid bythe companies, it was esti- 
'mated the premium collecions for 
| 1930 totaled between $6,000,000 
and $6,500,000. 

Numerous Increases Sought. 

Rate increase applications of the 
| companies, through the National 
‘Council on Compensation  Insur- 
ance, their central rating bureau 
in New York, have kept rate ex- 
perts of the insurance department 
_busy at intervals for the last year. 
| In November, 1930, the com- 
‘panies applied for an increase 
| averaging 11 per cent, immediate- 
‘ly after defeat of a measure for 
|State insurance proposal and had 
‘enlisted the aid of employers and 
_business groups to fight the meas- 
ure. 

When the company rewarded the 
*€o-operation of the employers and 
| business groups by asking for a 
rate increase, once the State insur- 
ance proposal was beaten, a storm 
of protest resulted. The companies 
backed down and substituted a pro- 
posal for an increase averaging 2.4 
per cent, then submitted a third 
proposal for an increase averaging 
| 5.7 per cent, all within a month. 
| Commissioner Thompson rejected 
_their claims, and ordered a sched- 
|ule which carried no net increases 
‘in premiums. He reduced six of 
| the rates and increased eight, the 
_changes offsetting each other. 

Some Classifications Changed. 

Last June the companies again 
urged increases in several classifi- 
cations, based on a showing of 
claims paid. Supt. Thompson au- 
thorized increases in a number of 
classifications, the increases aver- 
aging about 4 per cent for the en- 
tire rate structure. 

In August the companies were 
back with a third proposed in- 
crease of five and a half per cent. 
Of this, 3 per cent was for losses 
| the companies believed they might 
|sustain from the business depres- 
‘et and the remainder of the pro- 
|posals involved the estimated ef- 
‘fect of changes in the compensa- 
tion law by the 1931 Legislature. 

Superintendent Thompson last 
September denied all of the in- 
creases proposed in this third 
schedule, except an increase of 1 
per cent, which was authorized be- 
'eause the 1931 Legislature had 
‘amended the compensation law to 
increase the maximum award for 
medical attention to an injured 
workman from $250 to $750. The 
increase was authorized on the 
ground the companies would have 
to pay much larger claims for 
medical attention.

Directors to Act This Week 
on Report of Their Com- 
mittee Favoring Acquisi- 
tion of Property. 


Purchase \ of The Arena, 5700 
Oakland avenue, by the city for a 
municipal canvéntion and exhibi- 
tion place will be considered this 
week by the directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Convention Bu- 
reau and Progress Council. 

A committee representing those 

Organizations, appointed last May 
at the suggestion of Mayor Miller, 
has reported in favor of the pur- 
chase, if the city can obtain a fair 
Price, subject to a vote of the peo- 
ple. After the three boards express 
themselves, the committee — will 
make a report to the Mayor. Own- 
érs of The Arena have indicated 
that a price of about $2,000,000 
would be acceptable. 
If the purchase is made, the 
original plan for the Municipal 
Auditorium, Fourteenth and Mar- 
ket streets, should be modified to 
eliminate a “great hall’’ of -12,000 
seats and provision for the com- 
munity’s needs for exhibition space, 
the. committee recommended. In 
this respect Its report seemingly 
ignored the recent arrangement 
wh@eby the city is preparing to 
build only the front portion of the 
auditorium structure, containing a 
“music hall’ of 3500 seats and sev- 
eral small halls. 

Suggests People Vote Money. 

Should the city be unable to ac- 
quire The Arena, the report con- 
tinued, the entire auditorium 
plan, including the “great hall,” 
should be carried out. The city 
lacks funds for this now, but the 
report advocated asking the people 
to vote money for carrying out the 
recommendations under either 
contingency. 


Plaza should be erected whenever 
funds may become available, the 
committee declared, but in the 
meanwhile it approved use of part 
of the auditorium by the American 
Legion, as contemplated by the re- 
cent arrangement, making the 
auditorium temporarily the memo- 
rial. The report also asserted that 
the city’s legal right to build the 
auditorium on the Fourteenth and 
Market site should be clarified by 
a vote of the people. 

Acting Mayor Neun said: “I 
don’t know how the city could 
raise the money to buy The Arena. 
None is available. The only way 
would be a bond issue, and I don’t 
feel we could pass any bond issue 
at this time, certainly not for any- 
| thing of that kind.” 

Situation Changed. 

Mayor Miller, when he suggested 
The Arena purchase, believed it 
would not be possible to build the 
auditorium for several years, in 
view of a Circuit Court ruling, 
which the city is to appeal to the 
Supreme Court of Missouri, that 
benefits could not be assessed in 
the Memorial Plaza condemnation 
case. Since then the Mayor and 
other city officials have decided to 
carry out the new arrangement for 
proceeding immediately with the 
auditorium construction. 

The auditorium site, originally 
part of the Plaza site, was included 
in the Plaza condemnation, but 
without awaiting the outcome of 
that suit, the city has obtained fee 
simple deeds to the auditorium 
portion, which give it the right to 
use that ground for any purpose. 
However, it paid for the audito- 
rium ground out of the Plaza item 
of the 1923 bond issue instead of 
the auditorium item. An ordinance 
was introduced in the Board of 
Aldérmen Friday to transfer ac- 
counts, so that the payment will 
have been made from the audito- 
‘rium fund. 

Says Legal Question Remains, 

Bert H. Lang, a vice president 
ot the First National Bank and 
chairman of the joint Committee 
on The Arena, asserted that in 
spite of this new arrangement a 
legal question as to use of the 
auditorium site remained, but he 
was unwilling to discuss the ques- 
tion. Asked why the committee 
took up the possible duplication 
between the “great hall’ of the 
auditorium and The Arena, which 
has potential seating capacity of 
20,000, in view of the change in 
the city’s plans, Lang said: ‘The 
report was made withour consider- 
ation of the recent settlement, al- 
though we did commend the tem- 
porary memorial idea.” 

In its report the committee said: 

“During the long delay in the 
erection of the auditorium, The 
Arena has been constructed by pri- 
vate interests and its utfility for 
convention purposes and large as- 
semblages has been fully demon- 
strated and proven highly satisfac- 
tory. It affords many facilities 
which are provided for in the audi- 
torium as ofiginally planned, and 
cther much needed facilities not 
included in the plans for the audi- 
torium, such as railroad connec- 
tions, much larger seating capac- 
ity, larger exhibit space and ample 
parking facilities. 

“There are approximately 1900 
conventions which the city might 
successfully bid for, if we had ade- 
quate facilities to accommodate 
them.. Our hotels may now accom- 
modate 1761 of these conventions, 
with an estimated attendance of 
581,637 delegates. There are 35 


tendance of 252,450, which The 
Arena alone can accommodate. 
There are 104 conventions, with an 
average attendance of 357,125, 
which might be induced to come 
here, but for which we have not 


adequate. facilities. Y Ample accom-

conventions, with an average at-. 


—- 


modations for most of this latter 
group should be provided in the 
auditorium. An investigation of the 
facilities afforded by.other cities 
for the accommodation of conven- 
tions and large assemblages dis- 
closes the facts as shown on an ex- 
hibit prepared from information 
furnished by the convention bu- 
reau. This exhibit shows that by 
elimination of the large hall from 
the present pjans for the auditori- 
um, the city will have ample ac- 
commodations for all conventions, 
large assemblages, exhibitions and 
community gatherings, provided 
The Arena continues to be available 
for such purposes. 

“We are of the opinion that the 
continued present uses of The 
Arena are highly important to 
place St. Louis on a fairly com- 
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petitive basis with other large 
cities for national conventions and 
large assemblies, which are of im- 
mense financial and cultural value 
to the city. Its uses for local gath- 
erings are also of great importance 
to the city. Our investigation dis- 
closes that buildings of the type of 
the auditorium and The Arena are 
not self-supporting, although they 
have an Indispensable value to the 
public. 

“If the auditorium be built on 
the original plans, it necessarily 
means a duplication of convention 
facilities now afforded by The 
Arena, and would prove unprofit- 
able to both the city and The 
Arena. If The Arena should con- 
tinue to be used for its present 
purposes, a duplication of its fa- 
cilities in the néw auditorium

It is not an infrequent ex- 
perience to have a program of 
quality abandoned for an in- 
ferior one to advertise a lip- 
stick, a cough medicine, or 
some other commodity to the 
accompaniment of phonograph 
music, which, by the way, was 
once forbidden on the radio. 
The present radio law 
authorizes the Commission to 
grant a license to broadcast “if 
public convenience, interest or 
necessity”’ will be served there- 
by. Most radio listeners are 
unable to see the public neces- 
sity in many of the programs 
and sales’ talks now on the air. 


owners of receiving sets pay 4| 


license fee to provide broadcasting 
talent. Commercial advertising is 
not permitted through the British 
stations, and the programs combine 
education with entertainment, with 
considerable emphasis on educa- 
tion. Contending that the Govern- 
ment should keep out of business, 
American broadcasters have fought 
the introduction of the’ British 
system into this country. 

Senator Dill, who believes that 
the American system has advan- 
tages over the British, thinks that 
some of the short-sighted Ameri- 
can broadcasters and advertisers 
are increasing sentiment for Gov- 
ernment control by not censoring 
their own programs. 

“At present,” said Senator Dill, 
“the broadcasters and advertisers 
have their fate in their own hands. 
There is no doubt that many listen- 
ers are annoyed at the present pro- 
grams. Personally I think the Ra- 
dio Commission could do much to 
overcome the evil of long and irri- 


tating advertisements. The radio 


act gave the commission special 
jurisdiction over chain stations 
which it is not exercising. By us- 
ing this discretionary power the 
commission could first warn the 
chain stations about objectionable 
programs. If the warnings went 
unheeded the commission could 
take positive action. 

“As for small stations, the com- 
mission could serve notice on the 
owners that if. they insisted on 
overemphasis of commercial pro- 
grams for profit, their licenses 
would not be renewed. The com- 
mission has this power in the ‘pub- 
lic jnterest’ clause in the radio act. 


Commission’s Ample Powers. 

“Tl do not want to’ introduce 
legislation telling the commission 
how to act in an admiristrative 
capacity. That is the commission's 
job. The question is not whether 
we shall or shall not have adver- 
tising on the air. I am in favor of 
commercial programs. The ques- 
tion is how much and what kind of 
advertising shall go on the air. 
That question is first up to the ad- 
vertiser, then to the station owner, 
and finally, to the Radia Commis- 
sion. If these three groups fail, 
there will be a public clamor for 
the Government to take a hand.” 

Senator White, who had much to 
do with the writing of the present 
radio act, said that advertisers have 
made some improvements lately 
but that the public apparently is 
not yet satisfied. He pointed out 
that when the act was written he 
was insistent that no group be giv- 
en prior rights in the allocation of 
wave lengths. He indicated that 
the commercial stations might well 
fear the enactment of. priority 
legislation, such as the Fess bill, if 
they did not pay more attention to 
the “public interest” clause of the 
act. 

The National Association of 
Broadcasters, composed of 173 of 
the 600-odd broadcasting stations 


in the country, is trying to raise a 


standard of broadcast programs. 
In March, 1929, it adopted a code

EW ZEALAND'’S prolonged spending spree 
N:: at an end. The hangover threatens to 

be dismal and drawn out, a long period 
of higher taxation, social unrest, harsh read- 
justment all along the line to the sober reali- 
ties that have been so casually ignored. 
New Zealand has been a borrowing nation. 
Scarcely a year went by that the pitcher did 
not go to the financial well in London. In 
1890 the general government debt was $193,- 
000,000. In 1912 it was $412,000,000 and in 
1931 it reached a total of $1,349,555,000. 
Which is some debt for a country with a popu- 
lation less than 1,500,000—little more than 
that of Nebraska—and an area identical to 
that of the State of Colorado. 
The debt will not get any bigger. In June 
of this year New Zealand’s last $25,000,000 
loan went begging and the London underwrit- 
ers were left with 68 per cent of unsold bonds 
on their hands. The pitcher had gone once 
too often to the well and the world knew 
that New Zealand was broke. Of the total 
indebtedness London holds 54.8 per cent, New 
Zealanders themselves 43.6 per cent and Aus- 
tralia 1.6 per cent. Wall street has none, un- 
less—— which is highly probable — London 
passed on part of its 
share to American in- 
vestors. 

There are 80,000 
employes of the State 
in New Zealand, which 
has a population about 
equivalent to that in 
Florida or Porto Rico. 
Dividing this total 
population of 1,500,- 
000 by five, the num- 
ber of an average 
family, we get 300,000 
families and 300,000 
heads of families. Out 
of this number 80,000, 
or nearly one in three, 
are employes of the 
state. Between one- 
fourth and one-third of 
the entire population 
of the country depen-

State’s Finger in Many Pies. 


In New Zealand you may buy state-made 
wines, state-made cheese and butter. You may 
heat your home with state-mined coal, build 
your house with state-felled timber, commute 
to your office in a state-run train. If you 
are a state employe, you may buy insurance 
in a state office, both for fire and life. You 
may take up a policy for an endowment with 
the national provident fund. Your will can 
be drawn up free of charge by a state-paid 
lawyer who will also administer your estate 
without fee. 

You may call around at the office of the 
state advances department to arrange for that 
90 per cent loan on the government valua- 
tion of your new house to be built of state- 
milled lumber. Then you may look in at the 
pensions department to clinch arrangement for 
the granting of the weekly old-age pension of 
$4.40 to your mother who has just turned 65. 
From there you may journey to the rural ad- 
vances office on behalf of your brother who 
is a farmer and needs a small advance to do 
some restocking before he harvests his crop. 

Three years ago economics experts said that 
it was time someone realized the trend of 
finances. The public trust office, largest of 
its kind in tke world, was about to double its 
size since 1921, administering estates, of a 
potential value of $265,000,000. In the 
United States, in proportion to population, 
that would mean $26,500,000,000. The state 
fire insurance department was about to top 
all its competitors, the state advances depart- 
ment to mark up $217,000,000 loaned to set- 
tlers and $97,000,000 to workers.

Government's tax dollar goes to pay interest 
on the Government debt, $60,000,000 yearly 
out of total budget expenditures of $120,000,- 
000. Most of this debt is for various public 
improvements, bureaus, boards and commis- 
sions, in this island dominion which has been 
called the most socialistic of all countries out- 
side of Russia. By contrast, in the United 
States in 1930 the interest on the Federal 
debt was 19.4 per cent of all government 
expenditures. But it should be added that 
half of the United States tax dollar went to 
pay for past wars. 

Although there is some disagreement as to 
the cause, no one can doubt that New Zealand 
is in a bad way. Fifty-two thousand work- 
ers are jobless, their distress only partly re- 
lieved by the state-created unemployment 
fund. Mortgage security has crashed and the 
government has had to legislate a moratorium 
for farmers. Industry is stagnant and trade 
is in only the barest necessities. Returning 
Americans sail from the country by every 
boat, executives and employes of General Mo- 
tors, Texas. Oil, Goodyear Tires, - Frigidaire 
and Firestone. 

Hunt for More Revenue. 

Three budgets have faced the house of rep- 
resentatives this year and still a fourth may 
be necessary before the fiscal year ends. Dras- 
tic remedies.are proposed. These include a 
‘big boost in the income tax rate, abolition of 
the land tax and some. relief in local rates 
in the strenuous attempt to lighten the bur- 
den on the farmer.

But the lesson is not 
quite to the point, since Liberals, Progressives 
and Socialists all spent money and spent it 
like the proverbial drunken sailor, unwisely, 
heedlessly, without thought for the day of 
reckoning when the loans must fall due. 

The high tariff is a second leading factor 
in the explanation of New Zealand's plight. 
In the ’80s New Zealand faced a similar crisis 
from over-borrowing, and, under the leader- 
ship of Sir Julius Vogel, turned to the ‘tariff 
as a way out. Today the range of duties on 
manufactured articles is scaled so high that 
costs to purchasers here are at least doubled 
and sometimes trebled. This in a country 
which is 93.8 per cent an agricultural coun- 
try. Her industries, which have widened in 
the fields of power, clothing, publishing and 
woodworking, have been simply a luxury 
which the agricultural community has had to 
carry. The farmer has not been slow to real- 
ize this fact. Protection has hit him hard, 
for it has added to the price of everything 
he uses. 

But overshadowing the tariff is the spend- 
ing spree that successive governments engaged 
in. Back of this orgy of getting (by borrow- 
ing) and spending was a sincere belief that 
New Zealand was marked for a great destiny 
in the Pacific and the conviction that sooner 
or later the world center would shift to this 


ocean. 


State Railroads Great Luxury. 

One of the most costly luxuries is the Gov- 
ernment-owned railroad system which has cost 
about $300,000,000. In the last four years 
it has failed by more than $10,000,000 to 
meet the interest on its capital expenditure 
alone. _Forty years ago parliament began to 
push railroad construction in a manner 
scarcely warranted in a country s0 small, so 
isolated and so negligible in trade. By 1890 
there were 2011 miles of track with a capital 
value carried at $73,000,000. Twenty-one 
years later at the end of the Liberal Govern- 
ment’s allegedly corrupt regime the trackage 
had risen to 2798 miles and the country was 
in debt $152,000,000 for it. Today there are 
3287 miles of track and the capitalized value 
of -the railways system is $327,000,000. 


South Island, “graveyard of the railway 
system,” has a long trunk line running north 
and south along the east coast, with periodic 
branch lines, like one-half of the skeleton of 
a fish, leading toward the vast mountain range 
on the west coast, seat of the mining indus- 
try. These lines, pushed on against all pru- 
dence or consideration of return, have. been 
the downfall of the railway system, for they 
laid on it a burden from which it has never 
escaped. | 
. Political . construction, however,. can be 
charged to no one Government. All have been 
guilty. The Coates Government, from 1925 to 
1928, pushed construction of the Napier-Gis- 
bourne line, running north from the scene of 
fast February's disastrous earthquake. The 
country has never justified the construction 
of this new line and probably never will.

Corridor to Sea No Menace 


To Peace, Says 


Polish Writer, 


Replying to German Assertion 


In Most of the Last Thousand Years Territory 
Has Belonged to Poland—Germany Un-” 
hampered by Land or Airin Reach- — 
| ing Its East Prussia. 


HERE appeared in the Sunday Post-Dispatch recently, by Wilhelm 
Marz, former Chancellor of Germany, an article presenting Ger- 
man arguments for abolition or modification of the Polish Cor- 


ridor—often called “the sore spot of post-war Europe.” 


Upon the in- 


vitation of this newspaper, the Polish Embassy at Washington desig- 
nated Albert Morawski-Nawench, American chief of the semi-official 
Polish Telegraphic Agency, as qualified to present Poland's side of the 


case for this newspaper. 


His reply follows:

widely publicised in recent years, on the question of the so-called 


Polish “Corridor.”’ 


Several reasons were advanced by the former German statesman 


to support his leading thesis that 
threat to European stability and 


the existence of the Corridor is a 
peace among nations. He maia- 


tained this threat could be removed by a transfer of the Corridor 


from Poland to Germany, 


Taking up his points in the order of their presentation let us 
examine them in the light of facts gleaned from both German and 
Polish sources and admitted to be true by all impartial students of 


the subject. 


First, as to the Corridor’s re- 
lationship to maintenance of peace, 
it may be said emphatically that 
transfer of the Corridor to Ger- 
many would only create a new 
problem that would menace Euro- 
pean peace in far graver fashion 
than does the present agitation by 
German propagandists. Such an act 


1} would draw vigorous protest from 


Poland and the Polish inhabitants 
of the Corridor and would result 
only in creating a German Corri- 
dor to replace the Polish Corridor. 


British Writer’s View. 


Let me quote here from “Augur,” 
an eminent British publicist, who 
writes as follows in his book 
“Eagles, Black and White” (pp. 
118-10): 

“The transfer of the Corridor to 
Germany would not destroy it. It 
is only turned around, and instead 
of running from north to south it 
goes from east to west—a change 
of adjectives. There would be a 
real German Corridor instead of 
an imaginary Polish one. For the 
map shows that the whole of Po- 
land would be cut off from the 
open sea by the German protuber- 
ance. 

“The question therefore must be 
put: Will a German Corridor be 
more conducive to peace than a 
Polish one? We look at the map 
and see that the Polish Corridor 
is the only outlet to the open sea 
for a country’ of more than 30,- 
000,000 inhabitants. The Polish 
Corridor separates East Prussia, 
with a population of about 2,500,- 
000, from the rest of the Reich, but 
leaves its maritime communications 
free. 

“A German Corridor would join 
East Prussia up with the Reich, 
but would cut off the Polish mass 
of 30,000,000 from free communi- 
cation with the world. On one 
hand we have a Polish Corridor 
across the local communications of 
a province which retains free ac- 
cess to the sea; and on the other, 
a German Corridor, which stands 
across the only outlet of a great 
nation toward the world’s maritime 
routes. Judging objectively, we 
say that on this point the Polish 
claim is incomparably stronger 
than that of Germany. 


Going Back to Tenth Century. 


Secrifice of the interests of the 
30,000,000 Polish citizens to 
2,600,000 in East Prussia would in 
no way promote European peace, 
but would merely result in a re- 
versal and aggravation of the prob. 
lem.of the Corridor. So much then 
for the German argument that 
transfer of the Corridor would re- 
move a menace to peace. 

The second point stated by for- 
mer Chancellor Marx is that the 
territory comprising the Corridor 
is historically German. There is 
surely no reason whatever for any 
ambiguity on this point, for the 
record of history is available to all 
and clear as far back as the tenth 
century. 

Prior to 1920, when the corridor 
was returned to Poland by the 
Treaty of Versailles, Poland held 
the area, traditionally known as 
“Pomorze” for about. 670 years. 
Germany held it twice for a total 
of 294 years of which 146 years 


by the Polish Duke of Masovia who 
had sponsored their missionary ac- 
tivities in Prussia. In 1454 Poland 
succeeded in regaining Pomorze 
and Danzig on her frontiers. 


What Elections Reveal. 


Until the first partition of Po- 
land in 1772, i. e. for 318 years, 
Pomorze and Danzig beionged to 
Poland. By the partition Pomorze 
was ceded to Prussia, although the 
city of Danzig still remained under 
Polish domination, and was not an- 
nexed by Poland until the second 
partition of 1793. 

After 148 years, on Jan. 10, 1929, 
only a part of Pomorze. without 
Danzig, was returned to Poland. 

Considering the question from 
the ethnographic standpoint, the 
predominant Slavonic character of 
the population of the Corridor is 
clearly revealed by German text- 
books. While the territory was un- 
der German rule, in 15 elections to 
the Imperial Reichstag between 
1871 and 1918, the Corridor prov- 
ince returned only Polish deputies, 
Not once was a German elected. 

The Polish character of the Core 

ridor population now is admitted 
by all, but former Chancellor Marx 
has said this is because Poland has 
driven out 1,000,000 German in- 
habitants. The number of German 
settlers repatriated by the Polish 
Government to Germany under the 
provision of the treaty of Versailles 
from all provinces formerly under 
German rule amounts to 30,000. AJl 
these were colonists established 
there by the Prussian Colonization 
Commission for the purpose of 
Germanizing the country. They 
could only «exist there so long as 
they received financial support 
from the commission. 
In “Some Problems of the Peace 
Conference,” Charles H. Haskins 
and Robert II. Lord, two American 
experts with the conference, said: 
“Poland needs an access to the 
sea, but it was not solely because 
she needed it that she obtained it. 
The peace conference probably 
would not have satisfied this desire 
if ethnical reasons had not author- 
ized it to do so. The conference 
did not invent the Corridor; it ex- 
isted already, and it is clearly in- 
scribed in all honestly compiled 
linguistic maps.”

Our Economic Dilemma. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


N 1921, workmen had only pari-time 
] employment, and, as a result, they 

had a low purchasing power. And the 
result of this low purchasing power was 
a depression. But, in 1922, arrangements 
were made for the part-time workers to 
spend their credit through the medium 
of installment payments. The result of 
that was increased purchasing power. Of 


course, the result of this increased pur- 
chasing power was increased buying. And 
the result of increased buying was in- 
creased production. Naturally, the re- 
ng of increased production was in- 
creased employment. And, as a conse- 
quence of more employment, there was 
@n increase in purchasing power from 
wages earned. The result of increased 
earnings from steady employment was 
increased credit. And, naturally, the 
result of the increase in the aggregate of 
wages earned and the consequential in- 
crease of credit was increased purchas- 
ing power. The tempo became faster 
and faster until about 1928. 

By that time, the employed workmen 
had exhausted most of their credit and 
wages were not increased to fill the gap. 
Reduced credit meant reduced purchas- 
ing power. And reduced purchasing 
power meant reduced buying. As a con- 
sequence of reduced buying. there was 
reduced production. Naturally, the re- 
gult of reduced production was unem- 
ployment. And the result of unemploy- 
ment was a depression. Also, as a result 
of unemployment, meager savings are 
carefully spent. And, when the savings 
are exhausted, the result is misery. The 
result of that is the expenditure of char- 
ity funds. When charity funds are ex- 
hausted, what is next? .

We ought to be sympathetic with Europe and help- 
ful. We ought to co-operate for peace and for eco- 
nomic stability. But first of all, we ought to assure 
our own economic stability and our own credit. The 
prime rule of business is to conserve sufficient re- 
sources to assure the soundness of our own finances 
and to keep our own industry and commerce going 
prosperously.

her achievements, her #poken and writ- 
ten words, herself, she has held before this 
nation a threefold ideal of democracy which 
none can mistake. It is based on a love of 
humanity wide enough to embrace every 
race, nationality and creed. It is enlight- 
ened br moral perception and motivated by 
a passionaje sense for hupanity. 

To read or hear Miss Addams’ pleading 
for peace or justice or brotherhood, to look 
into her blue-gray eyes, wise and grave, 
where humor lurks, is to know that here 
is a great person. Not by chance does she 
phrase thus the ideal with which she found- 
ed the famous settlement: “That we might 
live with opposition to no man, with recog- 
nition of the good in every man, even the 
most wretched.” So close a parallel with 
the Lincoln tradition is inevitable, for not 
since that heroic heart ceased to beat has 
any one American expressed so sturdy an 
ideal of freedom. 

Forty-two years ago last September, Hull 
House first opened its doors to the neigh- 
bors. They were Italians, Polish and Rus- 
sian Jews, Germans, Irish, French Cana- 
dians and first-generation Americans. The 
house, a fine old residence, stood, and still 
stands. in a section of Chicago congested 
and poor, grimy from the smoke of factory 
chimneys, gloomy with the fog drifting from 
the river. It was then a locality where the 
least protected of our citizens struggled in 
complete social isolation. 

Then Hull House opened its doors and the 
neighbors drifted in. What they found was 
a home where fires burned on the hearth 
and flowers bloomed On mahogany tables. 
They found two gracious women ready to 
chat with them about their problems and 
ambitions and ways to improve neighbor- 
hood conditions. Slowly, from the soil of 
real relationship, the work of Hull House 
grew and bore fruit. 

Money followed interest, and now 13 
buildings surround the old residence in a 
“quad.” One's first impression of the 
place is rather formidable. But to cross the 
threshold is to enter a realm where every 
need of the human spirit finds satisfaction. 
where each of the 6000 people who find 
that satisfaction is known and welcomed.

From the first, Hull House made scien- 
tifically careful studies of its district. These 
were the first cross-section pictures of mod- 
ern life and ali its problems. With them, 
Miss Addams proceeded to arouse her coun- 
try, still blissfully unaware of its own 
ruthlessness. Ultimately, the daily experi- 
ence of Hull House workers became the 
very flesh and bones of all the social leg- 
islation passed in the last 30 years. 

Miss Addams’ own efforts for immigrants 
became the practice of a nation. More- 
over, what Floyd Dell has called “her pas- 
sion of conciliation” directly inspired the 
establishment of arbitration boards and of 
wage councils within diverse industries. 
From that one group radiated a power 
which affected the social policy of every 


state in the Union. But Jane Addams’ con-

any European spoke of American women, 
it was to say, “Of course, I Know of your 
Jane Addams.” 

They all came to Hull House sooner or 
later—John Burns, who called its founder 
“America’s only saint”; Prince Kropotkin, 
Prof. Masurek of Prague, Sarojini Naidu. 
Naturally, also, Miss Addams was identified 
with the feminine movement in every land. 
Finally, her internationalism culminated in 
work for peace. 

She has aided every society which pro- 
moted that ideal. In 1915 she presided 
at the great International Congress of Wom- 
en at The Hague. She was one of the 
founders of the Woman's Peace Party and 
helped bind it to the Woman's Internation- 
al League for Peace and Freedom, of which 
she is honorary international president. 
Statesmanlike plans of procedure have char- 
acterized this labor for peace, and no one 
has done mofe to put substance behind the 
great, blank word,

To this woman, whose community con- 
sisted of sons and daughters from al] na- 
tions of Europe, those four years of strife 
meant war between brothers. Yet such was 
h@ conception of the freedom of individual 
conscience that never during that period 
did she permit peace meetings to be held 
at the settlement, where every shade of be- 
lief was at all times freely vented. One 
sympathetic observer of this phenomenon 
has said that in its “chivalry” and in its

Mexico Releases Americans. 
By the Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, Dec. 12.—Eu- 
gene M. Shirley of New York and 
Dallas, Tex., and Charles E. Pouliot 


of Quebec, who were held in con- 
nection with an investigation of 
treasure-hunt activities, were or- 
dered released from custody today. 
The men had been reported selling 
shares in a company which would 
seek to recover $3,000,000 from the 
ship Golden Gate, which sank near 
Manzanilla, Mexico, in 1862.

A special commission of experts 
surveyed the route in 1925 and 
reported that at best it would re- 
sult in an annual working loss of 
not more than 3550,000. Another 
special cammission headed by lead- 
ing English railway men in 1926 
recorded with astonishment that 
there was no reserve fund for the 
depreciation of the New Zealand 
railway systm and that no reserves 
were provided for replacement of 
the tracks and rolling stock. 


Where the Pinch Comes. 


The experts discovered to their 
amazement that‘ railroad stores 
valued at $500,000 had been lost 
after having been purchased with 
money recorded as spent on work- 
ing expenses. They revealed that 
engineers of the public works de- 
partment (constructing authority 
for new roads), did not bother to 
consult the chief mechanical engi- 
neer of the railways as to the 
nature of grades and curves over 
which his trains had to run. Prime 
Minister Coates announced that a 
reserve would be created at once 
but it had disappeared by March 
of last year and now the deficit 
of the railroad must be borne by 
the general taxpayer. This addi- 
tional taxation is unlikely to be less 
than $5,000,000 a year. 

There is no doubt that the high 
tariff confirmed New Zealand in 
her borrowing habits. With a con- 
tinued trade balance adverse to 
Britain in the trade relations of the 
two countries, borrowing by New 
Zealand was the only thing which 
could adjust the position. In 1928, 
for example, New Zealand import- 
ed goods totaling $107,000,000 
Britain, while its exports to 
the mother country amounted to 

222,000,000. 

In that year Britain had at stake 
in New Zealand loans to the stag- 
gering total of $698,000,000, for 
which the central government was 
responsible and $65,000,000 ad- 
vanced to local bodies. The*coun- 
try had borrowed to the limit of its 
capacity to earn and could continue 
fair weather sailing only so long 
as prices remained high. 

The pinch is felt now in every 
phase of life. In the mines em- 
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ployment is only 10 per cent of 
normal. More than half the wharf- 
side workers are unemployed. Re- 
tailers average a ioss of 15 per 
cent of their employes and large 
manufacturing plants are at a 
standstill. Frade with the United 
States has been dealt a deadly blow 
and in the opinion of some com- 
petent observers American imports 
may almost vanish from the field. 

This stagnation of world trade 
further disturbs New Zealand’s fi- 
nancial equilibrium, for it must be 
remembered that the customs tariff 
has always yielded more than any 
other tax, usually more than half 
the total revenue from taxation. 
The situation is further complicated 
by the fact that the finances of 
New Zealand and Australia inter- 
lock, working a hardship on this 
country in the matter of higher 
rates of exchange as between Lon- 
don and Australia. 


Back to the Farm Movement. 


There is some realization that the 
only hope lies in increased pro- 
ductivity of the farms and a pro- 
gram is now being worked out to 
place the jobless on idle land. The 
first step will be to see that farms 
already occupied take all the labor 
they can use and produce at top 
speed. Plans have been made to 
supply farmers with subsidized la- 
bor. Then the Government intends 
to bring under cultivation 2,000,000 
acres of Crown lands, 

“New Zealand has reached a 
stage at which the people must de- 
pend more on their own efforts and 
less upon work carried on through 
loan money.” says Coates, now min- 
ister of Public Works. “It may be 
possible to arrange things without 
making any further increase in 
taxation. But it is impossible to 
change the present position of the 
unemployed unless more money is 
available. 

“At present the unemployment 
board receives $12,500,000 annually 
and spends $300,000 a week. Given 
the necessary funds, the Govern- 
ment will proceed vigorously with 
the task of moving men into pro- 
ductive work.” 

The conclusion seems inescapable 
that these insular people were not 
ready for many of the social ex- 
periments undertaken. They @w re 
not prepared either politically or 
socially to carry on public endeav- 
ors of such far-reaching scope. And 
it is plain, too, that patriotism has 
been capitalized and optimism sold 
at a high valuation. There were no 
restraints put upon political ambi- 
tion and so it seemed the simplest 
thing in the world to trade votes 
for railroad spurs, using for money 
the apparently inexhaustible stores 
of wold from across the sea. 

But in the matter of its financial 
optimisin New Zealand has not dif- 
fered radically from other institu- 
tions, public and private, the world 
over. If its financial system was 
based upon an unlimited boom mar- 
ket, so were those of the great 
corporations of America and En- 
giand. The lesson that New Zea- 
land is learning is only sharper and 
more bitter than that which by this 
time must be obvious to the rest 
of the world.

of ethics intended to bind all mem- 
bers of the association. 

The three first principles an- 
nounced by this group is ‘that 
service to the listener is a primary 
requisite to commercial success’; 
“that quality of production should 
not be sacrificed to commercial ex- 
pediency,’’ and “that each adver- 
tiser he required to make a con- 
tribution to the entertainment or 
education of the listener, for the 
privilege of reaching the radio au- 
dience with his message.” 


Ethics and Lotteries. 


Codes of ethics, of course, are 
merely a form of words unless 
there is power to enforce them. 
The broadcasters’ association’s 
managing director, Philip G. 
Louck, in Washington, is empow- 
ered to bring charges before the 
association’s board against any 
member alleged to have broken the 
code, but as yet no member has 
been expelled. Louck said that! 


he had been able to adjust com- | 


plaints against members without 
the formality of bringing. charges 
before the board. 

The association at its last con- 
vention adopted a resolution favor- 
ing legislation to keep lottery 
broadcasting off the air. The as- 
sociation took the position that 
radio advertising laws should con- 
form to newspaper advertising 
laws. Bills to this end have been 
introduced in the present session 
of Congress by Senator Charles lL 
McNary of Oregon and Represen- 
tatives Charles A. Christopherson 
of South Dakota and Burton L 
French of Idaho. It is probable 
that this proposed legislation will 
be enacted. The Fess bill, because 
of the precedent it would set, has 
no such chance.

MONTH $117,008;

Citizens’ Committee Re- 
ports Demands for Aid 
Have Doubled Since No- 
vember, 1930. 


Relief agencies affiliateq with 
the Citizens’ Committee on Relief 
and Employment assisted 10688 
families last month, an increase of 
163 per cent compared _. to 
November 1930, but the cost of re- 
lief, $117,509, was 262 per cent 
more than last year. 

In making this announcement 
Mrs. E. H. Steedman, chairman of 


the committee’s relief division, 
pointed out that as unemployment 
of family wage earners continues, 
and family resources become more 
and more exhausted, greater de- 
mands for relief become apparent. 

“When a family first asks for re- 
lief,” she said, “the amount 
usually is not large. It may fluc- 
tuate for a time, while members 
of the family borrow on life in- 
Surance policies, cash them, or bor- 
row from relatives. As unemploy- 
ment continues, the family must 
depend :nore fully on relief, until 
til it is entirely dependent.” 

Relief Cost Increases. 

The $117,509 spent for relief du- 
ring November, Mrs. Steedman 
said, was almost twice as much as 
was spent in any one month last 
year, and larger than in any month 
this year except the peak months, 
February, March and April. The 
greatest monthly expenditure for 
relief during 1930 was $64,333, in 
January.

the award of the Yale Bowl, 


Shannon, who was quoted by an 


afternoon paper as confessing that 
he had falsified his age on his reg- 
istration card at Roosevelt, visited 
the Post-Dispatch office shortly 
after the alleged confession was 
published. 

"To the best of my knowledge 
and belief,” Shannon said, “I was 


born on Dec. 4, 1911, which would 
make me eligible through the sea- 
son just concluded. I do not know 
how the records at the Du Pont 
Manual Training High School of 
Louisville happen to give the date 
of my birth as Dec. 4, 1910, and 2 
am sure that when I obtain a copy 
of my birth certificate, it will show 
that I was eligible to play with 
Roosevelt this year. 

“I certainly did not confess that 
I had misrepresented my age. I 
was invited to come downtown to 
the newspaper office to have my 
photograph taken and was told 
that it was to be used with a fea- 
ture story. When I had told my 
story of playing at Roosevelt and 
of moving to St. Louis from Louis- 
ville and after my picture had been 
taken I was told that the Louis- 
ville records showed me ineligible 
and that as a result Roosevelt 
would lose the Yale Bowl award.” 

Maynard M. Hart, principal of 
Roosevelt High School, said that if 
it developed that Shannon’s age had 
been misrepresented, intentionally 
or through error, Roosevelt would 
voluntarily forfeit all claim to the 
1931 football championship and the 
Yale Bowl. 

Told Carison He Was Eligible. 

Coach Lee Carlson of Roosevelt 
said Shannon had assured him that 
he could obtain the necessary proof 
that he was not over age while 
playing with the Roosevelt team. 

“IT am trying to get in touch with 
Shannon’s mother,” Carlson said, 
“and until I hear from her I am 
withholding judgment on the case. 
It would be regrettable if we had to 
lose the Yale Bow! because of this 
affair. I had another quarterback 
as good as Shannon and each 
played two games and the other 
quarterback would have played the 
other two contests without weak- 
ening our team at all, 

“However, if we find that Shan- 
non, with or without his own 
knowledge, was over age, we would 
voluntarily relinquish all claim to 
the championship and to the fiftn 
leg on the Yale Bowl, which would

Not Adopted to Football. 


Intercollegiate football, as a mat- 
ter of fact, cannot be successful in 
some institutions, except under 
forced conditions.

For all schools not able to 
make their football and collegiate 
work schedules dovetail, this is 
the only plan.

URGES CONSTRUCTION 
OF MORE RESIDENCES 


Engineer Declares It Would Be 
Mistake to Emphasize Com- 
mercial Building Now. 


Production of non-commercial 
buildings to raise the standard of 
living is advocated by David Cush- 
man Coyle, consulting engineer, ih 
the current issue of the Architec- 
tural Forum. Coyle strongly op- 
poses increase in. building which 
would expand the already too large 
industrial plant of -zhe country. 
“We can make more goods than 
we can buy,” said Coyle. “Any 
building, therefore, that tends to 
increase our capacity for making 
more goods will only make matters 
worse. The rapid grov.th of new 
factories is not a sign of good 
times; it is a sign of coming 
trouble.” 

Buildings which are constructed, 
not for individual profit, but for 
the profit of alli—educational bulld- 
ings, hospitals, recreational build- 
ings—can never be overproduced, 
continued Coyle. Superfluous com- 
mercia] buildings, he said, inten- 
sify competition, increase the over- 
héad of all their competitors, and 
destroy profits all around. No such 
ill-effects follow the completion of 
non-commercial projects, he said. 
“The present situation is, as we 
know,” continued Coyle, “a period 
when our manufactu.‘ng plant has 
grown too big for its function, 
growth due to seeking profits with- 
out thougth of real needs or de- 
mands. On the other hand, we do 
really need a greatly increased 
plant for better Hving conditions, 
lifting with its growth the stand- 
ards of our civilization. We can 
agree that we shoyvld have antici- 
pated a time like this and should 
have turned from the construction 
of more plants to occupy ourselves 
with the construction of ‘general 
improvements.’ The real founda- 
tion of business is the stai:dard of 


-living, the desire of the people to 


obtain the amenities beyond the 
bare necessities of food and shel- 
ter. Money invested in better liv- 
ing conditions is invested in stabil- 
izing the whole industrial system, 
while money invested in excess pro- 
ductive equipment is invested in 
overbuilding and depression. 

“But how to increase the amount 


of non-cash producing building is 
the problem,”’ he said. “‘The great- 
est difficulty is the obstacle of 


financings We have already estab- 
lished a method which is_econom- 
ically sound and -which does not 
involve any interference with the 
management .of business or with 
the freedom of initiative. Our per- 


emptions draws almost entirely 
from investment money; it has 
practically no buying power. The 
stabilization of business, and with 
it, of business In general, calis for 
a means of drawing large sums of 
money out of investment money 
and turning them into non-divi- 
dend producing construction.

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PREACHER GETS LIFE 


FOR KILLING OF SON 


Augusta, Ga., Pastor Convicted 


of Shooting Sailor for 
$2500 insurance.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Dec. 12. — The 
Rev. J. M. Williams, former Ro- 
sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment today 
after a jury had found him guilty 
of murdering his sailor son for 


chelle (Ga.) minister, was 


$2500 insurance. Sitting with his 
weeping family, he repeated his as- 
sertion of innocence. 

His attorneys announced a mo- 
tion for new trial would be filed 
Monday. The sentence was man- 
datory under the verdict which 
recommended mercy. The insur- 
ance money, which officers said 
Williams needed to cover cotton 
market losses, was the only motive 
for the killing advanced by the 
prosecution, 

The son, Raiford Grady Wil- 
liams, was found shot to death in 
a lumber mill yard near here last 
August. He was about to return 
to his post in New York as @ navy 
pharmacist's mate after a furlough 
spent at his father’s home. 

The father was arrested Sept. 6 
at Rochelle as he made prepara- 
tions for his church services. He

resigned from the ministry of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
shortly afterward. The father had 
obtained a special furlough for his 
19-year-old son to visit a sister re- 
ported ill in Rochelle.

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Winter Operation 


Of Automobile Is 
Hard on Engine Oil 


The extremes of temperature un- 
der which motors are obliged to 
operate in winter demand an oil 
of unusual quality, says Ran F. 
Hyland, president of the Alemite 
Co. of St. Louis. 

Good lubrication is never more 
needed than in winter when motor 
oil must do double duty, declares 
Hyland. 

It must flow freely at low tem- 
peratures so that starting will be 
achieved without excessive choking 
and consequent dilution of oil, 
strain upon the battery or lack of 


|& proper protecting film upon cyl- 


inder walls and piston surfaces. 
Yet, a few minutes after the motor 
Starts, all the qualities of what is 
considered a fine summer oil are 
necessary, for the motor tempera- 
ture will then be such as to require 
an oil that will stand up under 
heat. 

This latter quality is most im- 
portant. for many so-called winter 


Oils sacrifice viscosity at high tem- 


peratures for low pour test. [n 
other words, although they may 
flow freely at low temperatures, 
they lack the property of maintatin- 
ing adequately the film of oil that 
is needed to combat friction at Op- 
erating temperatures. 

It is to meet these requirements 
that the Alemite process is em- 
ployed in refining the 100 per cent 
Pennsylvania crude from which 
Alemite motor oil is made. Also. 
b. this method. objectionable solids 
are removed and the fine lubricat- 
ing values of this rich oil are fully

Engineers Tell 
How ‘Anti-Freeze’ 
Should Be Used 


Work Out Table Showing 
Proper Proportion to Pro- 
tect Engine at Various 
Temperatures. 


After deciding on the kind of 
anti-freeze to use in the cooling sys- 
tem, and preparing the car for this. 
the next step is to see that it is 
mixed in proper proportions: with 
the water. 


Engineers of the United States 
Bureau of Standards have worked 
out a table by which motorists may 
be guided as to the proper propor- 
tions of anti-freeze to use with 
water, ir accordance with prevail- 
ing or expected low temperatures: 


Degrees Percent Percent 
Fahrenheit Alcohol Glycerine 
20 19 2 
10 30 2 

0 38 40 
—l190 45 47 
—20 52 54 


The alcohol here considered is 
the denatured variety, 188 proof. 
The glycerine is the pure distilled 
chemical that is being put out in 
several commercial forms for radi- 
ator use only. But for the purposes 
of this table, commercial methanol 
may be included as an alcohol, and 
the commercial forms of ethylene 
glycol as glycerine. There is a dif- 
ference in their anti-freeze quali- 
ties, but it is hardly appreciable. 

Since water freezes at 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit, a small proportion of 
anti-freeze, about 10 per cent, 
should be poured into the cooling 
system to avoid freezing at that 
temperature. Generally, however, 
the minimum proportion of anti- 
freeze to water in the system should 
be that given for alcohol and gly- 
cerine at a temperature of 20 de- 
grees. 

It may be noticed that, all the 
way down the scale, the proportion 
for glycerine is slightly higher than 
that for alcohol at the same tem- 
peratures. Both percentages are the 
lowest that can be used with safety 
at the temperatures given. As the 
temperature drops the proportion 
rises. 

Thus, according to the table, if 

the outside temperature is expected 
to go down to zero, alcohol to the 
amount of 38 per cent, or nearly 
two-fifths of the total cooling Sys- 
tem capacity, should be added after 
that amount of water has been 
drained out. The rroportion for 
glycerine is slightly higher. 
In order to know the exact quan- 
tity of anti-freeze to use for any 
cooling system, the capacity of that 
system must be known. This is 
furnished in the fnstruction book 
that goes with each automobile, or 
it may be ascertained from a dealer 
Or service station attendant. 

If alcohdl is to be the anti-freeze, 
only as much should be used as is 
necessary to satisfy prevailing con- 
ditions, or at least for a time until 
a rise in temperature is expected. 


to drain out some of the solution 
and add water, or the alcohol will 
steam off. 

The steaming alcohol, besides de- 
priving the system of its anti- 
freeze, might also destroy the py- 
roxylin finish on the hood. The ra- 
diator cap, therefore, should ' not 
be taken off while the cooling so- 
lution is steaming. Rather wait 
and give the solution a chance to 
cool down a bit. 

If glycerine is to be used, the 
problem is simpler. The lowest 


the entire winter may be considered 
at the start and the proportion of 
glycerine suggested for the table 
for that temperature mixed with 
the water. 

Thereafter there should be no 
more worry about the anti-freeze 
in the cooling system. provided, of 
course, the system has been proper- 
ly prepared against any possible 


leakage.

Knowing the Serial 
Number of Tire Is 


Important to Owner 
This is the udvice of police au- 


thorities all over the United States 
in a move to enlist the c.-operation 
of the motoring public in stamping 
out tire thefts. 

“The best way for an owner to 
recover tire after it is stolen,” says 
Inspector William L. Dwyer, head 
of the Detroit police auto squad, “‘is 
to know the serial numbers. Other- 
wise it is difficult for him to iden- 
tifv his tire if it is recovered. 

‘When you buy tires, have the 
salesman enter the serial numbers 
on the bill of sale. Then post the 
bill of sale on the well of your 
garage, also -nter the numbers in 
a note book. If an. of your tires 
are stolen, you can then provide 
the police with the serial numbers, 
and if your tires are among those 
recovered trere is no question as to 
identity.” 

Serial numbers, through being 
molded into the tire in the process 
of manufacture, are a part of the 
tire and cannot be altered without 
the change becoming plainly evi- 
dent, it is explained by L. M. Simp- 
son, general sales manager for the 
United States Rubber Co.'s tire 
department in Detroit. “It has been 
the practice of the United States 
Rubber Co. from the very begin-

ERIOUS interference with other 
N European stations by Moscow- 

Stalin, the supposedly 100,000- 
watt Russian station, leads to re- 
ports that the station actually is 
broadcasting with 300,000 watts 
power, six times that used regularly 
by any United States transmitter. 
Moscow-Stalin recently squatted on 
Radio Madrid’s 707-kc. channel.

The Rev. Robert P. Shuler of 
Los Angeles has appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court from 
the ruling of the Radio Commission 
barring his station, KGEF, from 
the air on the ground that he 
stirred up religious and other con- 
troversies.

Assertions that radio at some 
times cause drouths and at others 
floods are punctured by W. J. 
Humphreys, chief of the meteoro- 
logical physics division of the 
Weather Bureau. 

“Let us analyze somewhat na- 
ture’s way of making rain, and 
from that see, if we can, just how 
and to what extent radio does af- 
fect precipitation,” Humphreys 
said. 

“The first action necessary to 
precipitation is evaporation, by 
which water in the gaseous form is 
gotten into and made a portion of 
the atmosphere. Now the chief 
factors that affect the rate of evap- 
oration are: Temperature of the 
evaporating water; area of the 
evaporating surface; wind velocity; 
dryness of the air. 

“Of course, no one in the neich- 
borhood of a powerful sending sta- 
tion ever claims that any lake, 
reservoir or other body of water 
hear by, spreads over more ground 
when the station is in operation 
than it does when the station is 
silent. He knows, too, that the 
temperature of the water does net 
appreciably vary, if at all, with the 
wireless activity. 

“Obviously, since radio does not 
affect any of the things that them- 
selves make for evaporation, 
neither does it affect evaporation 
itself, according to the argument. 

“However, much radio May be 
affected by the weather, especially 
by the thunderstorm, no element of 
the weather is affected in turn by 
radio. We know this from experi- 
ment and observation, and we know 
it from theory as well.

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Pierrette Guallot.

CASTELNAUDARY, France. 

HE tragedy which 
ended the brief, 
tempestuous 
romance of Pier- 
rette Guillot and 
Paul Bartre has 
been explained to 
the apparent satis- 
faction of French 
authorities. It is 
the official finding that the girl, on 
learning that she and her sweetheart 
were not to be married, shot him and 
herself to death. 

But this official explanation does 
not carry universal conviction. There 
are many people who believe that what 
happened in the guest room of the 
Guillot home here before gendarmes 
entered it to find the pretty Pierrette, 
daughter of a Judge, and the hand- 
some Paul, medical student, stretched 
on the floor, their bodies forming a 
sort of cross, is still a mystery—and 
probably always will be. Because of 
the standing of their families and the 
strange circumstances of the case 
there has been nation-wide interest in 
the tragedy of the two voung lovers, 
who, saying goodby to each other in 
this little town in the Carcassonne 
country, said goodby to everything. 

Pierrette and Paul met last summer 
at a mountain resort above Mount 
Louis, where the girl and her family 
had gone to escape the heat of Castel- 
raudary. Pierrette was 19 years old 
and had finished her schooling in a 
convent less than a year before. She 
was an intense, emotional girl, much 
concerned with love. Her romantic 
ideas had led her into an unfortunate 
episode shortly after she left the con. 
vent; she had gone away with an artist 
who later made it clear that whatever 
her understanding may have been as to 
their being engaged, as far as he was 
concerned the incident was closed. 

Paul Bartre was a personable young 
man, member of a respected family liv- 
ing near Perpignan. He was pursuing 
his medical studies at the Bordeaux 
Naval Academy. He was attracted to 
the pretty, eager Pierrette, and in the 
heady mountain air of the summer re- 
sort an affair of the heart rapidly de- 
veloped between them. 

Early in the fall, when the time 
came for the Guillots to return to Cas- 
telnaudary, Judge Guillot invited Paul 
to visit at their home for a few days 
before returning to Bordeaux. The 
student accepted and for ten days was 
a guest of the Guillots. He and 
Pierrette of course spent much of the 
time together and seemed to be in a 
blissful state of love. People of the 
town who saw them strolling about 
happily absorbed in each other sup- 
posed there would soon be an an- 
nouncement of their betrothal. 

The Guillot household at this time 
consisted of the Judge, a man of 55; 
his wife, his sister, Mme. Guerin; a 
maid, Fite, and the two lovers. The 
(juillots had not been residents of Cas. 
telnaudary long. The Judge had come 
about a year before, after being ap- 
pointed magistrate here, and the wom- 
en had joined him in the spring. They 
came from Ceret, near the Catalan 
border. 

Despite the general supposition that 
Pierrette and her young man were 
going to ‘‘make a match of it,’’ there 
seems to be reason to believe now that 
Paul’s intentions were not matrimo- 
nial. For he did not notify his father 
of a desire to marry Pierrette, it has 
been asserted; and it is the almost uni- 
versal custom for young Frenchmen in 
his position to consult their family 
when they contemplate marriage. 

The day came for Paul's visit to end. 
It was early in October. Shortly after 
the midday meal he went to his room 
fo complete his packing. 

The course of events for the next 
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hour or so must be left to conjecture. 
About 2:30 p. m. a lorry driver heard 
a shot, and in a few seconds, two 
more, in the Guillot house. He 
hastened to the door and knocked. 
Judge Guillot opened the door. and 
said: ‘‘There has been a suicide. No 
one enters.”’ 

No one did enter for almost_an hour. 
Then gendarmes, whom the truck 
driver had summoned, ‘and a doctor. 
to whom the Judge had telephoned, 
arrived. They climbed the stairs to 
the second floor and entered the room 
where Paul had been quartered as a 
guest. They saw Paul and his sweet- 
heart on the floor with bullet wounds 
in their heads. Pierrette was lying on 
her back, still breathing. There were 
powder marks around the wound in 
her temple. Paul lay face down 
across her legs, and his right hand 
was clenched around one of her 
shoes. There were no powder marks 
around his wound. No weapon was 
in sight. ; 


ras H ERE is the arm of the crime,”’ 

said Judge Guillot, removing 

a large caliber revolver from 
his coat. “It is mine. They both 
knew where I kept it—in the drawer 
of my night table. It was in Bar- 
tre’s right hand. I was so overcome 
that I removed it without thinking. 
Bartre shot his fiancee and then 
himself.”’ 

“But Monsieur le Juge.”’ The in- 
spector of police hesitated. Here was 
a strange, trying situation. This man 
before him was a Judge of France—-— 
and French tradition has it that a 
magistrate of the Republic is not to be 
taken lightly. Still—the first law of 
criminal investigation had been broken 
—and by the magistrate himself. For 
first and foremost, nothing having to 
do with a crime is to be touched or 
changed in any way before the gen. 
darmerie has made its investigation. 
And here—the pistol had been taken 
from the hand of the killer, any finger- 
prints that might have been upon it 
had been, doubtless, ruined by the 
Judge’s handling of the weapon — 
well—_— 

The inspector shrugged his shoui- 
ders. He wondered. He pointed to 
the hand of the dead Bartre, clasping 
tight in death Pierrette’s shoe. How 


could the hand that held the revolver 
have had that shoe in its death grasp” 
—no matter. Monsieur Guillot was a 
Judge of the Republic. The inspector 
said no more. 

Not so Dr. Baisset, the physician, 
who had been hopelessly bathing the 
expiring girl's head. He was not quite 
so ready to admit the explanation of

podermic injections of pituitary and a 
slight dizziness immediately followinz 
treatment. All untoward symptoms 
were slight and of short duration. For 
the most part Dr. Bengtson used ex- 
tract only from the anterior lobe of 
the pituitary gland and he found re-. 
sults more satisfactory when it was 
administered hypodermically than 
through the mouth. ‘‘The combination 
of hypodermic injections in large doses 
and oral administration has been found 

to give the most rapid response.”’ 
Like most great medical discoveries, 
this one will be the property of the 
medical profession.

just as they came to him, regardless of 
their ability to pay. They ranged 
from the son of wealthy parents who 
had consulted dozens of expensive spe- 
cialists to a man of questionable char- 
acter who lost most of his hair after a 
five-day drinking spree. He regained 
within a comparatively short time a 
great shock of red hair. 

Dr. Bengtson looks even younger 
than his 31 years. He has the very fair 
Scandinavian coloring and a modest 
manner. His offices at Maywood are 
in his bungalow home. Each afternoon 
and evening the small waiting room is 
crowded with shiny domes and ladies 
who have to be careful to keep their 
hair on straight. But this is nothing 
to the crowds that come to the clinic in 
the city despite the fact that Dr. Bengt- 
son has repeatedly made it known that 
no more cases can be handled. 

But if the results should prove, even 
beyond Dr. Fishbein’s doubts, that 
this is a specific treatment for bald- 
ness, then within a year or two it will 
be a common medical practice. 

Modern science has never concen- 
trated very strongly on alopecia, al- 
though baldness has been the source 
of wistful unhappiness since baldness 
began. 


ERTAINLY there have been 
(CC enoues popular theories and 

superstitions. For a time it was 
believed that tight hats on men and 
women were producing a bald race 
and it was prophesied that within a 
short time all women would have to 
wear wigs. This belief was partly 
responsible for the hatless craze. 

Recently medical men have held 
that heredity was probably the chief 
factor and ‘‘not the limited heredity 
often implied, but the heritage of our 
ancestors genturies ago who first dis- 
carded the habits and customs of the 
cave man.’’ Thus spoke one of the 
leading authorities on hair. 

As long ago as 1927, Dr. F. A. E. 
Crew, principal of the Animal Breed. 
ing Institute of Edinburgh University, 
discovered that by extracting certain 
gland substance he could cause mice 
to shed their hair. Similarly by ex- 
tracting a substance from normal mice 
and grafting it on the bald ones, he 
could grow a coat again, either com- 
pletely or partially, according to the 
amount applied. This is apparently a 
foreshadowing of Dr. Bengtson’s dis- 
covery. ; 

Dr. Mildred Trotter of the Washing- 
ton University School of Medicine in 
St. Louis has probably done as much 
research on hair as anyone in this 
country. In 1923 she stated, following 
a long series of researches, that all 
the things commonly supposed to stim- 
ulate and coarsen the growth of hair 
had no effect whatsoever. She studied 
the use of the razor, petrolatum, sun, 
wind and 80 forth, chiefly with relation 
to excessive growth of hair on women. 
Dr. Trotter has since made a series of 
historical and anthropological studies 
of hair.

F YOU want to re- 
tain. your. girlish 
figure and save 
your “HR” irTrem 
ruin, watch your 
posture! This is 
the advice of Dr. 
Bess M. Mensen- 
dieck, a specialist 
in physical educa- 
tion, who has just written a book on 
the subject. She declares—and pro- 
ceeds to reinforce her declarations 
with pictorial proof—that incorrect 
standing, sitting and walking can do 
more and worse things to the human 
figure than excess consumption of 
sugars, fats and starches ever could be 
responsible for. Knock knees, saddle 
backs, protruding thighs, protruding 
abdomens, caved-in chests, bowlegs, 
saber-shaped calves, bulging joints, 
curved spines——these are just a few of 
the blights that may befall the young 
woman who drapes herself over the 
turniture and wraps her ankles around 
chair legs. There are a lot of others, 
too. Such penalties as flat feet, weak 
ankles, undisciplined shoulder blades, 
rounded backs are common ones for 
incorrect posture, But you don’t have 
to suffer any of them, Dr. Mensendieck 
points out. All you have to do is “‘in- 
tellectualize’’ your body. She tells how 
to do it and leaves the rest up to you. 
That's what she calls her book—'‘‘It’s 


Up to You.’ It is published by the 
J. J. Little & Ives Company, New 
York. 


Real beauty, beauty which includes 
the movement and posture of the body, 
is an intellectual achievement, explains 
Dr. Mensendieck. It is by conscious 
effort that bodily grace is achieved. 
You send messages from your mind to 
your muscles and tell them what to do, 
and then you become graceful. And 
the fully ‘‘intellectualized’’ body, as Dr. 
Mensendieck calls it, is the body that 
holds itself in the best mechanical po- 
sition and wastes the least energy in 
doing it. 

“The form of the human body is the 
result of the sum of its everyday move- 
ments,’ writes the author. ‘‘Everyday 
movements, repeated millions of times, 
should be truly disciplinary move- 
ments. It is the character of the ha- 
bitual movements of the individual 
which, from the beginning to the end 
of life, renders his body skillful or 
clumsy, graceful ort ungraceful, and 
which determines dts ultimate form. 
Since all movements depend upon cer- 
tain mechanical adjustments, we musi 
by simple, fundamental] exercises make 
ourselves familiar with each separate 
type of muscle mechanism... . 


4 . NIMALS, whose instincts are 


not blunted like ours, use no 

artificial movements. The an- 
imal mother does not teach her young 
non-essential movements. Instead, she 
trains them in those essential move- 
ments which by their perfect adap- 
tation to the body structure will 
preserve that structure in its’ in- 
tended perfection. Every mother cat 
and mother duck is more astute in 
these matters than that high prod- 
uct of civilization, the human mother. 
As is the case with animals, the struc- 
ture of the human body is organized tu 
maintain itself at its best from the be- 
ginning to the end of life, provided 
that we understand its mechanism suf- 
ficiently well to recognize when it is 
out of order, and that we know how to 
correct the resulting defects.”’ 

In the simple act of sitting down, 
Dr. Mensendieck explains, there are a 
multitude of sins against physical 
charm. Some people drop the whole 
weight of the body into a chair witha 
thud which grows more and more per. 
ceptible as weight and age creep upon 
them. The reason for that is that if 
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“No amount of absorption in a book should 
make the reader oblivious of esthetic 


discipline.” 


you have thudded into chairs all your 
life, your ‘‘bender muscles’ and your 
‘stretcher’ muscles are undeveloped, 
and your thud becomes harder and 
heavier as the years go by. Another 
method of sitting down which is just 
as awkward is that of bending too far 
forward and aiming for the chair ina 
backward position. 

The correct method of sitting down, 
Dr. Mensendieck explains, is the one 
method that will keep your muscles 
flexible. You should put one foot a 
little in front of the other. ‘‘The bend- 
ing of the knees from this position,” 
she says, ‘‘insures the elasticity re- 
quired for transferring the trunk 
weight to or from a seat with perfect 
physiologic rhythm.”’ One should 
practice this method, she says, until it 
finally becomes automatic. 

Your responsibility to your muscles, 
however, does not end with the mere 
process of getting into a chair. Even 
more depends on how you sit after you 
get there. 

“Crossing the legs may be consid- 
ered a form of relaxation,’’ the author 
continues, ‘‘but its ultimate effect upon 
the architecture of the body will be 
deleterious. When the legs are crossed, 
the weight of the trunk mass is un- 
evenly imposed upon one-half of the 
pelvis, the result being that the lower 


‘vertebrae of the spine (the lumbars) 


are forced to one side, compelling all 
the rest of the vertebrae to participate 
in the curvature. By this uneven dis- 
tribution of the trunk mass upon the 
bench, the shoulder girdle is given a 
diagonal twist, which raises one shoul- 
der and lowers the other.”’ 

Some people, especially when ab. 
sorbed in a book, sit slumped far down 
in the chair, so that the weight is rest- 
ing principally on the lower vertebrae 
of the spine and the head is thrust for- 
ward and out of its natural position by 
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“Here the architecture of the entire 

body is thrown out of alignment 

through permittmg the feet to shirk 

their function of squarely carrying the 
body weight.”

neck. Heretofore leg crossing has been 
condemned from the standpoint of con- 
vention, but never on account of its 
harmful influence on the whole body 
structure. Yet in leg crossing the 
heavy weight of one thigh not only 
tends destroy permanently the 
‘muscle relief’’ of the other, upon 
which it is imposed as a dead weight, 
but it also forces the hip joint out of 
its normal alignment, thus broadening 
the figure: at the point where we 
should strive to keep it compact. 


a | F THE destructive 
crossing the legs must 
dulged in, the trunk can be 
maintained in an upright position, 
with abdomen held in, and with the 
thorax raised sufficiently to allow nor- 
mal breathing.”’ 

Sometimes habits of incorrect sitting 
posture are formed as a result of at- 
tempts to adapt the body to fit uncom- 
fortable chairs, the author points out. 
It frequently happens that chair arms 
are too high for the upper arm to rest 
upon them properly. This forces the 
entire shoulder girdle into an ugly and 
structurally harmful position, the arm 
bone being forced upward and forward 
into the shoulder socket, and the 
shoulder-blade raised out of its muscu- 
lar ‘‘corset’’ in the back. This causes

the bad habits of posture which are 
fostered by improperly designed fur- 
niture. 

“To the ignorance and negligence 
which prevail in our own treatment of 
the joints is added the destructive in- 
fluence of standardized furniture—the 
indiscriminatingly accepted product of 
the cabinet maker’s mind,’’ she de 
clares. ‘‘The use of all furniture re- 
quires the adaptation of the flexible 
body to the inflexible material of the 
furniture.

yY HAT happened is track his-

Automobiles were rare in those days. 
They lifted the two unconscious jock- 
eys—for Reichstager, too, lay uncon- 
scious on the track——into carriages and 
drove them five miles to the lake fer- 
ry. They carried them aboard the boat 
and took them across Lake Ontario to 
3uffalo. At the hospital in Buffalo 
they pronounced Bill Dangman dead, 
moved his body to a slab in the hos- 
pital morgue, and put Reichstager to 
bed, saying he had a chance to live. 


They wired Bill Dangman’s father, 
at Sheepshead Bay, New York 
that his son was dead. 


Then suddenly into the 
hospital rushed the terri- 
fied morgue attendant. 

‘That dead jockey’s sit- 
%.ting up on his slab!” he 
screamed. 

Internes hastened into 
the morgue. Bill Dang- 
man was prone on his 
Slab again, but they de- 
tected a faint hearbeat. 
They bore him back into a 
bed. And that night 
Jockey Reichstager died 
Dangman pulled through.

His father, arriving at the Buffalo hos- 
pital next day to get Bill’s body, was 


greeted with the news that his son 
might live. 

To this day Bill Dangman cannot 
wear a hard hat either of felt or straw. 
Finger pressure on that hoof mark in 
his skull makes the room spin dizzily 
about him. But he is still active and 
strong and rides thoroughbreds in his 
Ohio hunt club for amusement. 

Bill Dangman’'s turf career started 
when he ran away from home at the 
age of 11. Soon afterward he won his 
first race as the youngest and lightest 
jockey on the American turf. 

Horse racing is in his blood. His 
grandfather was the Graf Rudolph von 
Lichtle of Vienna, an Austrian Count 

‘and cavalry Colonel, who was on the 
staff of the Emperor Franz Josef. The 
Count’s daughter, the Fraulein Maric 
von Lichtle, stepped down from the no- 
bility to marry a commoner, Herr 


Georg Dangman, wealthy owner of 
vineyards in the Rhineland of Ger- 
many. Their son, William Dangman, 


was born in Vienna, October 6, 1886. 
The next year they came to America. 
Little Bill Dangman was one year old 
when they landed in Castle Garden, 
New York. THey made their home at 
Sheepshead Bay.

race horses didn't call him. In 1897, 
when nearing his eleventh birthday 
and attending public schools, he ran 
away to the Brighton Beach track and 
became an exercise boy with the Erie 
stables, owned by the late Frank D. 
Beard, then owner of the Erie Basin. 

The spring before his twelfth birth- 
day, when he weighed 59 pounds—the 
youngest and lightest jockey in Amer- 
ica— Bill Dangman wore Frank 
Beard’'s silks in his first race. For 2 
time it looked as if it would be his 
last because of Tod Sloan, then one of 
the most famous jockeys in the world. 
Bill was riding Jefferson, a handicap 
horse, at the Sheepshead Bay meet. 
Tod Sloan, in the same race, was rid- 
ing Howard Mann. 


HE boy was riding neck and 

neck with Sloan just as they 
straightened out into the stretch. 

Bill Dangman was against the rail. A 
clot of horses was just ahead. Sudden- 
ly an opening shoWed. Sloan lashed 
his mount with the whip and drove for 


it. smashing diagonally toward Bill. 
“Pull out, Tod! Pull out or I'll go 

down!" yelled the frantic boy. Tod 

Sloan didn’t answer. He 

smashed straightin. Tod

In the billiard room Bill Dangman 
saw the great American. He was Tod 
Sloan. Even an American enemy looks 
like a friend a few thousand miles 
away from home. ‘Hello, Tod,” said 
Bill Dangman. Tod Sloan looked up 
from his billiard shot, scrutinized Bill 
Dangman from head to feet, and 
turned back to the billiard table, with- 
out saying a word and with a blank 
face. It was one of those dead cuts 
you read about. But there was a Sse- 
quel to that, too. 

It was on the corner of 
Broadway and Forty-sec- 
ond street, some years 
later, in New York. Bill 
Dangman came out of the 
Hotel Knickerbocker with 
a group of friends and 
encountered another rac- 
ing group on the side- 
walk. Among them was 
Tod Sloan, down and out. 

‘‘Hello, Bill,’ said Tod.

HEN Frank Beard, owner of 
\ \ the Erie stables, died in 1898, 

Bill’s contract was bought by 
Andrew Jackson Joyner, who trained 
for Pierre Lorillard, Perry Belmont, 
Richad Croker and William Waldorf 
Astor Chandler. Bill Dangman rode for 
all four. And that year he “lost his 
bug’’ and became a jockey with his 
first victory, riding Oread to a win at 
Brighton Beach for Perry Belmont.

It took 
the Pinkertons three months to find 
him. When the Pinkertons at last ran 
the vanished jockey down, he refused 
flatly ever to ride out his contract with 
Madden, even if he should be set down 
for life. William C. Whitney heard 
the story, took an interest and ar- 
ranged for Thomas Murphy, Pittsburg 
eval multi-millionaire and stable own 
er, to take over the contract. 


ad De man Madden!’’—-says 
Bill Dangman, and then tells 
this story of him. While he 
was still riding for Madden, he was 
ordered one day by Madden in per- 
son to ride two of Madden's horses, 
Trigger and Gulden, before Clarence 
Mackay, Postal Telegraph head and 
millionaire. 

“What I'm telling you now are your 
orders, no matter what I say later,’ 
Madden told Bill Dangman just before 
Matkey arrived. ‘If I ask you could 
you have ridden either horse faster, 
you say that you could have cut a sec- 
ond off the time if you'd crowded 
them. If I ask you nothing, say noth- 
ing.” 

Bill rode Trigger and Gulden in a 
tryout before Clarence Mackay and 
Charlie Hill, his trainer, at the Morris 
Park race track at Westchester, New 
York. Obediently, when Madden asked 
him, he admitted he could have rid- 
den them at least a second faster, if 
not more. Clarence Mackay said: 
“Cool ‘em off and bring ‘em around to 
my stable. I'll buy them.” 

And when he had departed Bill 
Dangman learned from Madden him- 
self that his little speech, made to or- 
der, had given Madden $59,000 for the 
two horses instead of $35,000 Mackey 
had offered if they hadn't been able to 
make a certain time. Bill had earned 
Madden $15,000 by his little speech. 

“You're a great rider, son,’ said 
Madden. ‘Come into town with me, 
right now, and I'll give you a present.”

The abused ankle in 
turn works havoc in the knee 
joint, destroying its congruency, 
causing it to gape at the inside 
border (knock knees or X-knees), 
at the outside border (bow-legs), 


ankle joint. 


or at the back (saber-shaped 
calves). 

That such architectural. dis- 
arrangement results in a faulty 


gait is not surprising. 

“To walk with the feet pointing 
outward was, until a few years 
ago, considered quite correct. Now 


we know that this position trans- 
fers the weight of the body to the 
outermargin of the foot, with the 
result that the ankle joints are in 
distorted alignment, the bones of 
foot and leg being compressed on 
the outer side, and over-extended 
on the inner side... We should 
place the feet paraliel, and not at 
an angle, because then the super- 
position of the bones, the dispo- 
sition of the muscles and the dis- 
tribution of the body weight bring 
about the normal convergence of 
the body masses toward the mid- 
dle line of the body.’

In Vienna racing, then, they 
started from the barrier and mere- 
ly rode fairly fast, without making 
a drive, for the first 600 meters, 
jockeying for position. At the 600- 
meter post was a bell. When the 
first horse reached that the at- 
tendant rang the bell, and they 
made the 300-meter drive down 
the stretch to the wire. 

Nobody had told Bill Dangman 
about that. He had never seen a 
Vienna race. When he mounted 
the filly, Espezette, in the pad- 
dock, seated American style, far 
forward on her withers, the thor- 
oughbred went crazy. She pitched 
and bucked and rolled in the pad- 
dock, throwing him to the ground. 

“‘T’ll ride her,’ he said, getting 
up and dusting himself off. He 
did. From the barrier he made 
his drive at top speed, led the field 
by lengths at the 600-meter bell, 
and won the race against all dope 
for a purse of 40,000 kronen. 

The stewards held up the deci- 
sion for a week. Then they gave 
it to Espezette. It was the first 
time Vienna ever saw a race rid- 
den American style. The jockey 
club sold the bell the next week. 
They've never used it since.

‘N 1903 he rode in St. Peters. 
burg, Russia, winning for 


Prince Poniatowski on Gigli and 
losing for Czar Nicholas on the 
two-year-old royal filly, Prinzessin, 
in the Czarina Stakes. In 1904 he 
was riding Meladi for Baron Igna- 
tius von Springer, at Budapest. 
His horse went down in a crash, 
and Dingman was carried off the 
track with both tendons of his left 
leg severed. He spent four months 
in a hospital bed. A yeai later he 
was ready to ride again. 

Back in New York, he hired out 
to Alfred M. Lamar, Wall street 
financier, and took what he de- 
scribes as the worst trimming of 
his career. Lamar promised to pay 
him a princely salary, but on each 
pay day he would surrender only 
a small portion of the amount due, 
and, on the pretense of saving 
money for the youthful jockey, 
would tell him to put the balance 
down in a little book. Bonuses 
and his share of winnings also 
went in the little book. When the 
amount had reached $135,000 
Dangman was fired. He went to 
Lamar to collect. ‘‘What little 
book?"’ asked Lamar. Dangman 
brought suit, but he never collect- 
ed his $135,000. 


Later he was to ride for J. E. 
Segram, the Canadian whisky 
king. At Toronto that season he 
won 18 races in 16 days for the 
Segram stabl& a record never 
equaled by any one rider for any 
one stable on the American turf. 

And then he went on to make 
track history by riding a dead 
horse into the money at Fort Erte.
